DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 11-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 and IDS forms of record, and 
discussed in the previous Office action. As argued by Applicants, the cited references 
do not anticipate or make obvious inter alia dicing the epitaxial wafer to generate at 
least one separated device die from the epitaxial wafer, said device die including at 
least one of the plurality of the light emitting diode devices and a portion of the growth 
substrate; d) flip chip bonding the device to a mount, said flip chip bonding including 
securing the device die to the mount by bonding an electrode of the device die to a 
bonding pad of the mount; and e) subsequent to step d), removing at least some of the 
growth substrate from the device by laser lift-off, as required by Claim 1 and dependent 
Claims thereof. Moreover, the cited references do not anticipate or make obvious inter 
alia dicing the epitaxial wafer to generate a device die; flip chip bonding the device die 
to a mount, the flip chip bonding including securing the device die to the mount by 
bonding at least one electrode of the device die to at least one bonding pad of the 
mount; and with the device die flip chip bonded to the mount, removing the sapphire 
growth substrate of the device die using a laser lift-off process, as required by Claim 14 
and dependent Claims thereof.
